Hobson Proposes 
Moves Against 
Racial Imbalance

Attorneys for civil rights 
leader Julius W. Hobson have 
suggested that the U.S. District 
Court give control of the District

The idea of appointing a 
receiver for the system is one of 
several remedies suggested in 
the brief filed over the weekend. 
The lawyers also suggest that a 

_|court-ordered rise in property or 

‘) other taxes might be necessary 
to guarantee equal education in| _ 
the District. vet 


Funds Freeze Suggested 


If Congress does not grant 
adequate funds for the schools, 
the brief states, the court should 
order a freeze on increases in 

‘Jother city budget items like 
police and highways until “‘edu- 
cational requirements are met.” 

Court-ordered school construc- 

‘|tion, either within the city or 
beyond the District boundaries 
is also legally possible, the brief 
states. And in this case also, 
suburban systems might have to 
be ‘added to the litigation,’’ the 
attorneys argue. 

: The possible temedies were 
suggested after the attorneys 
concluded that ‘‘the presence of 
substantial racial imbalance— 
both within the system and in 
relationship to the suburbs—in 
and of itself constitutes a denial 
of equal educational opportunity 
and hence is contrary to the due|_ 
process clause of the Fifth. 
Amendment and the Fourteenth 
Amendment,”

Institution of the track system 
of ability grouping, the use of' 
neighborhood schools and of 
optional transfer ‘zones were 
“designed and implemented ‘to 
facilitate the orderly withdrawal 
of white students from the 
school ssytem into either pri- 
vate or parochial schools or the 
overwhelmingly white schools of 
the surrounding suburbs,’ the 
attorneys argue.

The dissenting judge, J. Skelly 
Wright, has under advisement 
the equal opportunity section of 
the same suit, filed by civil 
rights leader Julius Hobson, 
charging the city with failure to 
provide equal educational op- 
portunity to white and Negro 
students. 

Judges Wilbur K. Miller and 
Charles Fahy found that the Con- 
gress is constitutionally em- 
powered to give the District 
Court judges the appointing au- 
thority. 

But Wright, in a vigorous dis- 
sent, found that the appointing 
authority is not in keeping with 


under the Constitution and en- 
dangers the court’s independ- 
ence. 


High Court Appeal 


Attorneys for. Hobson an- 
nounced immediately that they 
will appeal the majority ruling 


-|to the Supreme Court. 


They said that the three ap 
peals judges were sitting as Dis- 
‘trict Court judges and because 
‘the case was heard by a three- 
judge panel, appeal now goes 
\|directly to the high court.

Anyone who has wondered about the 
lengths to which Julius Hobson might.go 
as & ‘self-appointed 1 leader of Negro mili- 
tants may draw some. enlightenment 
from his remarks at a Howard Uni- 
versity symposium last weekend. 

Attacking the “confusion” of black 
power leadership, Hobson advised his 
young listeners bluntly and quite plainly

~ 4, eapital wastes time quibbling 
“© over whether the Washington 
public schools are really as bad as critics 
say they are. The school system has 
been declared a failure by white familics 
Who have fled to the suburbs in more 
massive numbers than in any other 
American city; by middle- and upper- 
income Negro families, who are enroll- 
ing their children in private schools at 
a rapidly increasing rate; and by poor 
Negroes, who are becoming increas- 
jucly vocal in their outrage at the de- 
teriorating public schools they do not 
have the money to escape, Washington 
has the closest thing to an all-ghetto 
schoo] system of any city in the nation: 
Nearly 91 per cent of its students are 
Negro, More important, a majority of 
public school students come from a pov- 
erly subculture which stymics' traditional 
educators, School officials estimate that 
at least 50 per cent of the students come

from homes where the annual family in- 
come is below federal poverty guide- 
lines ($3,000 for a family of four). 

“Tt should be obvious to everyone that 
the issue is not whether Washington will 
have an all-Negro school system,” says 
former Board of Kdueation President 
Mophemia 1.

Mvery sophisticated indictment of the 
school system, which ‘serves nearly

Most jobs open to high school gradu- 
ates in’ Washington are found in the 
lower grades of the federal civil service, 
Where a reasonable degree of reading 
proficiency is essential. When former 
Superintendent Carl I’, Hansen released 
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a school-by-school breakdown of scores 
on standardized reading tests for the 
first time last year, the Washington 
Post editorialized flatly: “The collapse 
of public education in Washington is 
now evident.” John A. Sessions, a Board 
of Education member who has pressed 
vigorously for major reforms in the 
school system, said at the time, “I think 
‘collapse’ is a pretty strong word to use. 
But it does seem to me that the first 
requirement for change is to admit what’ 
a meéss we're in.” 

Unprecedented pressures for reforms 
in the public school system have been 
brought during the past year by a vari- 
ety of likely.and not-so-likely sources. 
A controversial federal court decision 
found that the schools had diseriminated 
against "Negro students, especially in 
slum areas, by failing to provide facili- 
lies and academic programs comparable 
to those in more affluent areas of the 
city. In a lengthy, indignant opinion, 
Judge J. Skelly Wright concluded that 
“the Washington school system is a mon- 
ument to the cynicism of the power 
structure which governs the voteless 
capital of the greatest country on earth.” 
A year-long study of the school system 
by Teachers College at Columbia Uni- 
versity produced the unsurprising con- 
clusion that the’ schools are in “deep

Manning’s appointment was also opposed by the Washington Teachers 
Union, and.some of his immediate problems may arise from a staff that 
resented Henley’s being passed over. But Manning was expected to 
formally accept the appointment after notifying his board of education 
in Lansing. “I feelsa’sense of dedication,” he said, “to help solve some 
of the problems facing our great urban centers,” —S.LJ.

White enrollment in the 
schools began dropping sharply after 
World War Uf--a phenomenon) which 
suggests that middle-class whites, were 
concerned about the deteri- 
orating quality of public education in 
the city schools long before desegre- 
gation, Only 55 per cent of the students 
in the Washington public schools were 
white when the Supreme Court de- 
“clared legal segregation unconstitutional 
in 1954—a fact that school officials con- 
veniently ignored for years when they 
said whites were fleeing Negroes rather 
than poor schools, 

Hansen, then an associate superin- 
tendent of schools, developed a desegre- 
gation plan based on the “neighborhood 
school” concept which went into effect 
in September, 1954, Local and national 
civil rights leaders hailed the plan 
as a “model for the nation.” Hansen 


“staunchly resisted attacks by Southern 


Congressmen who conducted “investi- 
gations” aimed at proving that deseg- 
regation had turned the schools into 
‘auldrons of vice, violence, and sexual 
promiscuity. ITansen’s stand was. re- 
garded as a brave ‘one by most Negroes 
and white liberals in Washington, and 
he «was appointed superintendent of 
schools in 1958. In the 1960s, Hansen 
was understaidably puzzled and dis- 
turbed when—like former Superintend- 
ent Benjamin S, Willis in Chicago—he 
became a symbol of frustration to groups 
demanding a better break for the city’s 
poor Negroes. Ironically, the Southern- 
ers on Capitol Hill who had attacked 
Hansen during the carly 1950s gradu- 
ally became his staunchest defenders a 
decade later, 

What happened was really no mys- 
tery. Policies that seemed liberal during 
the 1950s in what had basically been a 


Southern town seemed very conserva- 


tive ten years later amid the rising ten- 
sions of a Northern ghetto, Hansen had 
not changed, but the city had. The creed 
running through Hansen’s entire carcer 
—a creed shared by most professional 
school administrators—insists that edu- 
cation is the responsibility of profes- 
sional educators alone. In the 1960s, 
ITansen resisted attempts by angry 
ghetto parents to play a role in school 
policy decisions as rigidly as he had re- 
sisted the attempted encroachments of

HLANSEN’s: track system, Which be- 
came a focal point for criticism of the, 
‘schools, was the prime example of a well 
meant idea that the’ former superinten- 
dent was not flexible enough to adapt to 
changing educational needs.  Crities 
tended to blame all the ills of the school 
system on tracking; in reality, the track 
system was merely one obvi ious example 
of the Jack of imagination, rigidity, and 
just plain bungling that characterized 
(and, despite the upheavals of the past 
year, still characterizes) many adminis- 
trative and teaching practices in the 
schools, 


Hansen developed the track system af- 


ter desegregation, when citywide testing 
revealed great disparities in achievement 
between white children and Negroes 
who had attended inferior schools under 
segregation, (No one bothered with 
standardized tests in the Negro schools 
when they were separate from the white 
There were three tracks—a 
asic track for students classified as 
retarded, a general track for average 
students, and an honors track for highly 
superior students. In high school, col- 
lege-bound students were separated 
from students who were not going to. 
continue their education in the general 
track. 

The lower tracks, as might have been 
expected, consisted* mainly of Negro 
students from deprived homes. The col- 
Jege preparatory and honors tracks were 
composed primarily of affluent. white 
students and Negroes from professional 
or other upper-income homes. (The 
District’ schools have only a minimal 
number of poor white students, because 


low-income whites are able to find hous- | 


ing readily in the Jess affluent suburban 
communities.) Bright students in slum 
schools usually had to do without honors 
tracks because there were not cnough 
children who met. eligibility require- 
ments on standardized tests to make up 
a class. In predominantly white schools, 
there was usually no basic track. 
Wilhelmina B. Thomas, principal of 
Walke ‘r-Jone § Mlementary School in one 
of the city’s most blichted areas, tested 
students and found thirteen in one

But the 
attitude that large numbers of children 
rare “uneducable” gives’ teachers an. easy 
oul if they work where most of their 
students score in the bottom fifth of the 
nation on standardized reading tests. , 
The poor attitudes of many teachers 
‘toward slum children are fostered by 
traditional teacher training, which docs

not give them the tools and methods 


they need to reach ghetto children, “The 
teachers find themselves in a situation 
that their training has taught them to 
believe is atypical,” says John D, How- 
ard, principal of a ghetto elementary 
school where the Passow researchers 
were astonished to find that children 
were doing far better in reading than 
many schools in middle-class areas. 
“They stand in front of a class‘ where 
most of the students are far below where 
they should be, and they don’t, know 
what to do.” 

The Washington, schools have a pro- 
Vincial teaching: staff, More than half of 
the new teachers hired each year come 
from D.C. Teachers College, which is 
operated by the public school system. 
Another hefty chunk of the new toachers

LTE school system itself is already 
operating an admirable model for such 
a program—the Cardozo Project in Ur- 
ban Teaching.

The teachers themselves may attempt 
to stymie the kind of in-service training 
Passow has in mind. Washington Teach- 
ers Union President William H. Simons 
issucd a warning blast when he said, 
“The union takes strong exception to the 
implication [in the Passow report] that 
the District schools:have a large number 
of tmsafisfactory teachers.” ‘The un- 
ion, a local of the American Federation 
af ‘Teachers, won collective bargaining 
rights in an election last, spring and is 

just beginning lo flex its muscles, 

Just how much. clout the Teachers 
Union will wield in Washington remains 
to be scen because of the peculiar finan- 
cial relationship with Congress, which 
determines teachers salaries, The pres- 
ent starting salary of $5,840 compares 
reasonably well with the Washington 
suburbs, but is far below settlements 
achieved after teachers’ strikes this year 
in New York and Detroit, Salaries are 
even poorer for experienced teachers, 
who may make several thottéand dollars. 
Jess than their cotnterparts in the sub- 
urbs, Contract negotiations between the « 
board aid the union, which went

already operating an advanced’ experi-* 


ment in, school decentralization jin an 
area about two miles north of the White 
House known as Adams-Morgan, Thé 
Board of Education approved the ex- 
periment’ so quickly last spring that no 
one had time to prepare a murmur of 
protest. The Morgan Klementary School’ 
was contracted oul to Antioch College to 
he operated in consultation with a com- 
munity school board, Antioch’s three- 
year contract calls for the college to take 
over another clementary school next 
year and to begin operating programs in 
a junior high school. 

The experiment was originally pro- 
posed by the Adams-Morgan community 
council, an alliance of low-income Ne- 
groes who are long-time residents of the 
area and voung white families who be- 
gan moving into the neighborhood about 
five years ago. ‘Che school board gave 
Antioch a free hand in its contract. 
Adams-Morgan is completely free. of 
supervision from the regular’ depart- 
ments of the school system in its selec- 
tion of personnel and curriculum de- 
velopment. 

Principal Kenneth Haskins, a forty 
four-year-old Negro from New York, 
was selected to head the school by a 
joint committee of representatives from 


Antioch and the community. His ap- 


pointment was routinely confirmed by: 
the Board of Education. Several cantli- 
dates for the principal's job expressed 
varying degrees of amazement when 
they arrived at the school and found 
they were-to be interviewed by parents 
as well as proféssional educators. Nearly

The opening of the Morgan School 
this fall brought another potential con- 
flict into he open=a_ clash between 
innovative educators who are trying to 
reach ghetto students in new Ways anel 
ghetto parents who are primarily .con- 
cerned that their children Jearn. the 
three Rs, Parents at Morgan were an- 
noyed when an Antioch staff member 
told children they had to attend school 
only as Jong as they were interested, 
When some’ fifth and sixth-graders went 
home for the day, parents were—as one 
teacher put it—“pretty unhappy.” ‘Ias- 
kins is sensitive to the problem, noting 
that “many Negro parents in the slums 
practice a very traditional kind of disci- 
pline in their homes and do not un- 
derstand or approve of an educational 
philosophy that allows as much freedom 
for children as the one, Antioch trics to 
instill in its teachers. Their main dissatis- 
faction with the schools in the past has 
been that their children haven't learned 

‘to read and write. They want the inef- ' 
fectiveness of the school corrected, but 
there are going to be a lot. of disputes 
over methods. We have an untested 
relationship here.” 

For the Washington school system, 
the only hope lies in “untested relation- 
ships.” The tested relationships have 
failed, as they have in. ghetto areas of. 
other cities. But the failure of public 
education is particularly shameful in a 
city led with marble monuments pro- 
claiming that this is, indeed, “the great- 
est country on earth.” The Passow report 
sums up the situation succinctly: 

“Washington is not just another trou-/ 
bled Jarge cily; it is the nation’s capital 
_ and its international center, Che District 

©i schools cannot be treated as just another 

school system, different only in that its 
patrons are without, vote and that it is 
subjected to greater federal control,”

The states, territories and the 
District of Columbia have evalu- 
ated how well they spend nearly 
$1 billion in federal education 
funds and have concluded they 
deserve at least an “‘A’’ grade. . 

_ The evaluation by the states of 
programs for students in pover-' 
ty areas under Title I of the 
Elementary and Secondary, 
Education Act generally covers 
only four months of last school 
year. 
, Put together by the U.S. Office 
of Education for congressional. 
education committees, the’ 
report acknowledges that it 
lacks specifics because of time 
limitations, the lack of trained 
evaluators in the states and the 
‘states failure to use measures 
-for assessing achievements. 

But, the report notes the huge 
infusion of federal funds aided 
8.3. million children in 22,173 
projects, ranging from remedial 
reading and free lunch pro- 


_ grams to use of new techniques 


‘and equipment. The federal aid 
-introduced on a large scale a! 
new educational practitioner the 
‘teacher aide, 180,000 of whom 
were hired full or part-time. 
, pThe Title I projects in the! 
‘states also broke new ground by 
providing public school services 
to 526,611. non-public school 
‘pupils mostly parochial school 
children from poverty back-:

In a sense the report is the 
U.S. Office of Education’s! 
answer to the Civil Rights:

Commission said compensatory

Harold Howe II notes the report 
is the first largescale evaluation 
of a national educational pro- 
gram.

_ Some self-criticism is evident 
in state individual reports.

Wright also said the school 
system must provide transpor- 
tation for students from crowd- 
ed Negro ‘schools to predomi- 
nantly white schools where en- 
rollments are under capacity. 
The schools are already doing 
some busing to relieve crowd- 
ing. 

Sen. Robert C. Byrd (D-W. 
Va.), chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittee

Like every section of the de- 
cision, the order on busing 
could have major implications 
for other cities.

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The End in View: 


Reapers of this newspaper must be fully 
aware by now that we have always favored the 
‘track’ system inaugurated in the Disiriet of Co- 
lumbia schools some years ago by Dr. Carl F. 
Hansen, superintendent. 


We have also agreed with Dr. Hansen that the 
adrainistration of the system was in need of im- 
provement, of being made less rigid. We stil feel 
that the ‘track’ system is basically sound and 
that, correctly monitored, it has been of benefit 
to both the slow learners and the more rapid 
Jearners. 

. Now, however, the system has been caught in 
the vortex of two unconnected but coincidental 
verdicts: 

e Jn a Jandmark decision, U.S. Appeals Court 
Judge J, Skelly Wright, ruling on a case brought 
by civil rights leader, Julius Hobson, ordered 
among other matters, that the ‘track’ sysiem be 
abolished, 


e Dr. A. Harry Passow, heading a Columbia 
University study of the D. C. school system, says 
that there shoukd be no division of students ac- 
cording to ability until the seventh grade. 


So, here we are, No matter what we and Dr. 
Hansen believe, the ‘track’ system is dead. 

But — and this is the point at issue — where do 
we go? Certain it is that never before—not 
even in 1954 when the integration of the public 
sehools was ordered ~ have greater issues faced 
our schoal system, nor, and this is a point from 
whieh to take heart, has there been more serious 
and responsible interest on the part of the public 
in the future of the schools, 


We fervently hope that whatever course the, 


newly constituted Scheol Board and Dr. Hansen 


elect to embark upon it will be neither narrow — 


nor self - serving. The main thing that they, and 
all of us, must aim toward is the development of 
the best possible schools for all our children. 
Certainly, the people of the District of Colum- 
bia pay enough taxes to merit better schools. 
Certainly, the members of Congress who vote 
alded funds must want the schools of the Na- 
tion’s Capital to be beyond peer. The fact that we 
who live here have little control over the spend-

ing of these funds is, for the moment, beside ihe 
pot. 

What is to the point, however, is the matter of 
the method by which the members of the School 
Board are named, Up to now, we have felt that.

Let’s elect our School Board, Certainly never be- 
fore ~ as we said earlier -- has there been such 
universal concern about ihe state of our schools. 
Now, then, is the time to see whether we have 
among us a sufficient sense of responsibility to 
really do the job of making better schools the 
way we think it should be done.

We must agree with Dr. Passow, We feel that

good, no matter where they are. If we fail to 
achieve that we have not achieved anything, no 
matter what we are. about to do with the ‘track’ 
sysbem.

After ten years of doggedly refusing to enanee 
its ways, Washington’s school system is now being 
forced to change very rapidly indeed. Suddenly

congressional pressure and last. usage no longer 


control the city’s school policy. Last weekend Dr. 
Passow, the School Board’s imported consultant, 
told the schools that they face, rising trouble if 
they do not undertake very large reforms. 
Judge Wright is telling them that, trouble or not, 
they have got to end several very clear transgres- 
sions before the schools reopen in September. 
Dr. Passow and Judge Wright are not talking 
about quite the same kinds of reform, and the 
difference is important. Dr. Passow, who comes 
from Columbia Teachers College, ts talking about 
quality of education; Judge Wright, who sits on 
the Federal Court of Appeals, 
equality of education. Judge Wright is saying 
that the School Board cannot give less to children 
who are Negro and poor than to those who are 
not. But. there is such a thing as an equality of 
destitution. The city's schools could grow increas- 
ingly weak and ineffectual, and yet, as long as they 
were equally weak and ineffectual, they would 
meet the Judge’s requirement.

The School Board and Dr. Hansen would do 
both themselves and the city’s children a deep 
disservice by appealing Judge Wright’s decision 
in the Hobson case.

the Board is moving rapidly away from those {ra- 
ditions, Dr, Hansen bitterly resents many of Judge 
Wright's references to him, and properly; the Judge 
did not take adequate account of the congressional 
interference, much of it covert, exerted over the 
years. But if Dr, Gansen spends the next year 
lighting with Judge Wright, he will sadly erode hig 
usefulness to the school system. He would be wiser 
to Isave final judgment to history, 

Whatever the defects in the decision, its effect 
is to put an end to several practices that most of 
Washington now considers unhealthy, The Board 
and the Superintendent would serve the schools 
best by accepting the Judge's order and embarking 
upon a year of wholehearied reform,

The ruling strikes a major blow at 
the patterns of segregation that charac- 
terize northern school systems, declar- 
ings that they breed inequities as harm- 
ful as those in the South. 

Ironically, despite the force and 
sweep of opinion, it will not remedy 
fhe imbalance in Washington, where 
the suit was brought and where the 
schools are now G1 per cent Negro, 

But if Wright's principles were ap- 
plied in Boston or many other cities 
without such overwhelming racial im- 
balance, they would virtually mandate 
the end of segregated schooling. 
National Impact Seen 

if the decision had nation-wide im- 


pact, it would mean that “every school 
system would have to get off the dime 


ang begin fo search for ways to inte- , 


grate and to provide equal educational 
opportunity,” said William UL. Taylor, 
director of the U.S. Civil Rights Com.. 
mission. 
Wright's ruling could become nation- > 
al policy through the courts if the opin- 
ion is eventually upheld in the Su- 
nreme Court. Or, and perhaps more. 
tikely, it could provide the legal under- 


pinning for a Federal attack on segre- . 


gation in the North that would parallel 
the administrative steps taken under 
the Federal school desegregation guide- 
lines in the South. 

tf Federal guidelines developed for 
the North adopted the legal touch- 
stones that Wright outlined, Federal 
investigators would he empowered to 
cut off funds to northern school sys- 
tems under Tithe VI of the Civil Rights 
Act when:

Even if there is no subtle reinforce 
ment, he holds that school officials 
cannot take a neutral attitude toward 
segregation on the grounds it was tne 
intended, Rather, they must become 
advocates of raclal and economic inte- 
gration and conseious of the school's 
duty to be an equalizer. ;

But 2 court dealing with a city and 
its suburbs within the same state 
might rule quite differently following 
Wright’s views of equality of school- 
ing, For instance, the per pupil ex- 


penditure in the city of Cleveland was 


$436 in one recent year whereas the 
expenditures in its suburbs rose as 
high as $1134 per pupil. 

Robert lL, Carter, general cownsel 


for the National Asseciation for the 


Advancement of Colored People, re- 
ferving to the possibility of “metro- 
politan” suit, said in a telephone inter- 
view, “We're certainly going to at- 
tem to build on this decision in our 
fight.”

The Wright School Decision 


SIR: May I commend the Star on its editorial, 


“Wright’s Wrong Way,” which criticized Judge J. Skelly 


Wright’s decision on District of Columbia public schools, 
and suggested that his ruling be appealed. It is certainly 
necessary to explore further the ideas and theories of 
Judge Wright before his decision causes major upheav- 
als in educational systems thoughout the country. 

Judge Wright seems to have failed entirely to pro- 
vide a solution to the problem at hand—to secure equal 
educational opportunity for the District’s Negro and poor 
public school children. His remedies are: First, abolition 
of the track system to release children from being 
unfairly bound to a-class which isolates them on a 
social-economic environmental basis and psychological 
factors. If Judge Wright would investigate other educa- 
tional systems he would find that schools are compelled 
to use some form of distinction between students of 
different academic abilities which is in no way intended 


' to segregate the students according to race or economic 


standing. It is to provide children with varied abilities 
to compete fairly in a classroom situation with students 
of similar capacities. It would be ridiculous to attempt 
to educate the bright children with the slowest learners. 
The slow learners will suffer regardless of whether or 
not they receive an “integrated learning experience.” 
Without suggesting an alternative method to the track 
system, Judge Wright has destroyed all order in D.C. 
public schools, leaving chaos. 


Judge Wright has also abolished the ‘‘use of optional 
zones for the purpose of allowing white children, 
‘trapped’ in a Negro school district, to ‘escape’ toa 
white or more nearly white school.”’ This seems to be a 
very one-sided view of the purpose of optional zones as 
these zones would also enable Negroes, ‘‘trapped”’ in an 
all-Negro school district, to choose to attend a ‘‘white” 
school. 

The busing of Negro children to white schools would 
be a tragic waste of sorely necded school funds which 
would accomplish little or nothing. For how could this 
-action substantially integrate the 90 percent population 


of Negroes in the public schools with the remaining » 


10 percent white students? 


Also, Judge Wright’s order to integrate the faculties 
of each school in the District is going to be quite hard. 
There is a limit to the integration that can be achieved if 
77 percent of the school teachers in D.C. are Negro.

Dr, Hansen, the Superintendent of Schools, has - 
become the symbol of a period that is now ended - 
in Washington. It was the period devoted to— 
carrying out the Supreme Court’s desegregation 
decisions, Tt was a period in which most of the 
Scheol Board were white, most lived in the upper 
Northwest corner of the city, and most were the \ 
parents of children who had gone through the 
city schools many years before. Now there is. 
a very different new Board, and there will shortly 
‘be a very diferent new Superintendent. 

Roth the Board and Dr. Hansen seem to have’ 
concluded, very quickly, that they cannot work 
with each other, The dispute over appealing the 
Hobson decision is the immediate issue between.

the School Board. 
The crucial change in this city’s school politics | 
is not the Hobson decision. It is a shift of power | 
withia the Federal Courthouse. The old-fashioned, 
old-Washington point of view, most recently rep- 
resented by Judge Hart, has lost control of the 
School Board, \ ye 
Judge Hart consistently refused to appoint any: » 
one who he suspected might not get along with 
Dr, Hansen. But when Judge Hart was ill last 
year, the annual three appointments were made 
by other judges with a less passive view of their 
responsibilities.

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Hobson v. Hansen 


| When Circuit Judge J. Skelly Wright 
ruled for the Negro plaintiffs in the 
Washington — school - desegregation 
case not long ago, his decision was 
hailed (and deplored) in the press 
as a precedent-making one, a de- 
cision that might even be accepted 
for. review by the Supreme Court, 
which has thus far declined to re- 
| view all the “de facto” cases brought 
before it. What made Judge Wright’s 


decision seem so momentous when - 


it came down was the fact that 
Washington is the first of the na- 
tion’s big cities with a predominantly 
Negro student population to bi% 
ide facto case in Federal court. The 
|judge fashioned his decree, of neces- 
‘sity, to the peculiar circumstances 
‘of the case. 
|| From beginning to end, almost 
‘every feature of the Washington 
- 4 Cy was unique, and some features 
|were bizarre. The suit, which is the 
only important one of its kind in 
which the NAACP did not partici- 
pate (it wasn’t invited), was brought 
originally by a Negro research an- 


alyst for the Social Security Admin-:

Much too late, they asked him to 
disqualify himself. He refused. Thus, 
a little less than a ‘year ago, the 
elements in the case had emerged 
as these: a way-out civil-rights or- 
ganization with the help of a canny 
lawyer was demanding the desegre- 
gation of a predominantly Negro ur- 
ban school system in the court of 
an extremely sympathetic judge. 
There were, however, restraining 
factors at work, most of. them re- 
lated to Washington’s odd form of 
government and its geography, with 
its suburbs in two states. The prin- 


cipal restraint on “integration” in 


-any ordinary sense was the fact that 
ninety-two per cent of the children 
in the District’s public elementary 
schools are Negroes. Judge Wright, 
who has in the past expressed the 
view that boundaries between city 
and suburb should not be regarded 
as sacrosanct in these matters, could 
nonetheless hardly decree that the 
states of Maryland and Virginia (not 
parties to the case) receive Wash- 
ington children in their schools. And 
there is a limit to what any Wash- 
ington school board or school offi- 
cial can achieve, whatever a Federal 
court might decree: Congress con- 
trols the District’s budget, and sev- 
eral members of the House have 
already expressed their displeasure 
at the outcome of the suit.

The District school system ha’s been awarded a $47,500 federal 
grant to study educational parks, it was revealed yesterday. 

The main objective of the year-long study is to discover 
the educational advantages of a school complex serving at least 
5,000 pupils from kindergarten through high school, according 
to Joseph M. Carroll, assistant superintendent for legislation, 
budget and research, wholwill ————~—--—————_-—_— 
coordinate the study. 

Carroll said yesterday his re- 
searchers will not study the park 
concept as a device to achieve 
racial integration, as suggested 
in Hobson vs. Hansen. 

“We will try to discover to 
what degree education is im- 
proved by the concentration of 
‘facilities, staff_and programs in 
the park complex,’’ Carroll said.

‘Wright, in his opinion’ suggested 
an educational park in Rock 
Creek Park as a means of

Consultants to the District 
school system will advise the 
Board of Education to empha- 
size upgrading teaching skills as 
a key to improving Washington 
schools during the coming year.

An angry Julius W. Hobson, 
whose. case against retired Supt., 
Carl F,'Hansen and the school 
board resulted in Judge Wright’s 
controversial decision, criticized 
the court and Negro parents, 
following his rare courtroom de- 
feat yesterday. 

“Tf the judge wants to back 
off, that is all right. But, he 
better realize that he is yielding 
to the same economic and racist 
pressure and discrimination he 
condemned in his decision,’ 
Hobson said. 

Referring to the parents, most 
of them Negro, who almost 
filled the courtroom that usually 
was empty during the eight 
months of the Hobson v, Hansen 
‘case, Hobson said: “Its not the 
white racists and bigots to watch 
out, but the black ones.” 

Hobson said he plans to direct 
his lawyers to attack another 
school attendance plan—the 
‘open school program—under 


which some 800 students on an} 


individual basis attend schools 
out of their neighborhoods for a 
‘variety of health, hardship and 
personal preferences. 

The open school program did 
not figure in yesterday’s hear- 
ing, although William M. Kun- 
stler, the trial lawyer in the 
Hobson case, alluded to it in his 
summary. Corporation Counsel 
Charles T, Ducan, who success- 
fully argued the optional zone 
issue yesterday, has interpreted 
the Wright decision as allowing 
continuation of the open school 
plan. 

The optional attendance zone 
plan argued yesterday gave 
students in certain neighbor- 
hoods the choice of attending 
two schools, one usually largely 
Negro and the other predomi- 
nantly white. In his massive 
decision issued June 19, Judge 
Wright said the optional attend- 
ance scheme was deliberate 
unconstitutional discrimination 
that allowed white students to 
avoid attending largely Negro’ 
schools. |

Dr. Manning, 49, public school superintendent 
of Lansing, is currently the only candidate under 
consideration by the School Board's ad hoc com- 
mittee. 

WORDS OF WARNING 


Gordon L. McAndrew, once considered the top 
candidate, wrote the School Board yesterday that 
he was withdrawing his candidacy: “It seems to 
me that Washington’s unique political structure 
makes radical educational change so difficult as 
to be almost impossible. 

“T think that until you are allowed home rule’ 
in the true sense, until you are given the kind of 
structure that will permit the people of Washing- 
ton to have a larger voice in their own affairs, it. 
will simply not be feasible to put thru the kinds 
of programs needed to solve your educational 
problems.” 


Dr. Manning said neither the threat of upcom- 
ing school board elections, nor the time spent 
dealing with Congress would be deterrents in car- 
rying out the job of school superintendent. 

HIS EXPLANATION 


Asked why he would be willing to assume lead- 
ership of Washington's controversial system, Dr.

In the interview, Manning said 
the assimilation of former basic 
track students into regular 
classes as a result of the Wright 
“creating real 
problems.’

Legislation that would give 
Washington its first elected 
school board cleared the Sen- 
ate yesterday by a unanimous 
vote. 


It was referred to the House 
where an elected school-board 
bill was approved in a differ- 
ent form a month ago. 


House District Committee 
members said they wanted to 
go to conference to work out a 
compromise and appointed a 
nine-member _ committee 
headed by Chairman John L. 
McMillan (D-S.C.) to meet 
with Senate conferees that 
have not been named. 

The conference was put off 
until January. 

Both bills provide for an 
elected 11-member board with 
eight members chosen by 
wards and three at large. The 
time of elections and the pro- 
cedures to be followed in 
nominating candidates differ 
|in the two versions. 

Under the Senate bill, the 
first election would be held 
next November at the time of 
the Presidential election. The 
House Committee’s version 
would hold the first election 
on April 16, a date now consid- 
ered impossible because of the 
shortage of time. 

Board members would serve 
staggered, four-year terms. 
Under the Senate bill, subse- 
quent elections would be held 
in November of even-num- 
bered years to correspond 
with the Presidential elec- 
tions. But under the House 
bill, elections would be held in 
November ‘of odd-numbered

The Metropolitan Applied Re- 
search Center, headed by Dr.
